Dear  Dr.  Long  : 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  North 
Carolina  Sanatorium  for  the  period  closing  June  30,  1932.  Pre- 
viously we  have  always  issued  separate  annual  reports,  but  for 
the  sake  of  economy  we  are  combining  the  reports  of  the  two 
years. 

There  is  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Extension  Depart- 
ment of  the  Sanatorium  and  there  are  separate  detailed  reports 
of  the  activities  of  the  four  divisions  of  the  institution.  Adult 
White,  Children,  Colored  and  Prison,  for  each  of  the  two  years. 
In  all  departments  we  treated  1,021  during  1931  and  946  in  1932. 
Of  these  numbers  643  were  discharged  in  1931  and  607  in  1932. 

You  will  notice  that  we  have  treated  a  smaller  number  dur- 
ing the  biennium  than  formerly.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a 
large  proportion  of  those  needing  treatment  have  been  unable 
to  pay  our  minimum  rate  of  $1.00  per  day.  We  have  several 
vacancies  in  our  ladies',  children's  and  colored  departments  on 
this  account.  The  more  poverty  stricken  the  patient  is  the  more 
impossible  it  is  for  him  to  get  proper  treatment  at  home,  and 
the  more  likely  he  is  to  communicate  his  disease  to  the  other 
members  of  the  family.  We  earnestly  hope  that  our  maintenance 
appropriation  may  be  increased  sufficiently  to  enable  us  to  take 
strictly  indigent  cases  at  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  that  legislation 
be  provided  requiring  the  counties  to  pay  this  amount  toward 
the  care  of  their  indigent  tuberculous  sufferers. 

We  find  that  an  increasing  number  of  our  patients  are  bene- 
fited by  pneumothorax  treatment.  About  one-third  of  our  adult 
and  adolescent  patients  are  now  taking  this  treatment.  We  have 
also  had  altogether  about  two  hundred  patients  operated  on  for 
exeresis  of  the  phrenic  nerve  with  almost  uniformly  good  results. 
We  have  had  a  few  operated  upon  for  thoracoplasty,  all  of  which 
were  successful. 

Because  it  does  not  seem  to  be  generally  understood  I  am 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  North  Carolina  all  of  the 
official  anti-tuberculosis  work  of  the  State  is  carried  on  through 
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the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium.  In  a  number  of  states  all  the 
official  publicity  and  diagnostic  clinic  work  is  carried  on  through 
a  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In  North 
Carolina  all  this  is  done  through  the  Extension  Department  of 
the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium.  It  is  also  required  that  all 
discovered  cases  of  tuberculosis  be  reported  to  the  Extension 
Department  of  the  Sanatorium.  A  separate  appropriation  is 
made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  work  of  the  Extension 
Department. 

In  our  diagnostic  clinic  work  which  is  carried  on  through 
the  Extension  Department  we  have  devoted  a  large  part  of  our 
efforts  during  the  school  year  to  work  for  school  children. 
Previously  we  included  only  those  children  up  to  fifteen  years  of 
age,  but  during  the  biennium  which  has  just  closed  we  also  in- 
cluded all  the  high  school  pupils  in  the  study.  We  now  feel  that 
this  is  very  important  because  so  many  of  teen  age  develop  the 
adult  type  of  tuberculosis.  We  found  a  much  larger  percentage 
of  the  teen  age  group  who  had  clinical  adult  type  lesions  than 
among  those  younger.  Some  of  those  discovered  had  rather  ex- 
tensive lesions  and  were  a  source  of  great  danger  to  the  other 
pupils  with  whom  they  were  associated.  We  were  also  glad  to 
be  able  to  include  a  much  larger  proportion  than  usual  of  colored 
school  children.  During  the  biennium  we  studied  58,649,  of 
which  number  12,475  were  colored. 

Altogether  w^e  have  given  the  tuberculin  test  in  the  past  six 
years  to  122,374  children,  using  .1  of  a  milligram,  or  .1  c.c.  of  a 
1:1000  dilution,  of  old  tuberculin  intracutaneously.  As  will  be 
seen  from  the  detailed  statistical  report  of  this  study,  there  were 
only  15.77%  positive  reactors,  15.6 7o  for  the  white  children  as 
compared  with  18.8%  for  the  colored.  It  will  also  be  seen  from 
the  statistical  report  that  the  percentage  of  reactors  showing 
demonstrable  lesions  was  considerably  higher  in  the  colored 
than  in  the  white  children.  In  Watauga  County,  which  is  almost 
entirely  rural  and  in  the  heart  of  the  mountains,  and  sparsely 
populated,  we  tested  something  over  2,700  children,  which  were 
practically  all  in  the  county,  even  including  the  very  small 
schools,  and  we  were  surprised  to  find  only  4.3%  positive  re- 
actors. However,  we  found  a  considerably  larger  per  cent  than 
usual  of  positive  reactors  showing  demonstrable  lesions.  This 
we  attributed  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  positive  reactors  came 
from  homes  where  there  was  or  had  been  one  or  more  cases  of 
open  tuberculosis   and   because  in   such  communities  frequent 
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casual  contact  is  much  less  common  than  in  more  thickly  settled 
communities. 

Since  the  importance  of  making  a  study  of  college  students 
for  tuberculosis  has  been  demonstrated  in  a  number  of  large 
universities  in  various  sections  of  the  country,  we  conducted 
diagnostic  clinics  in  one  of  the  white  and  one  of  the  colored  state 
supported  colleges  during  1932.  All  the  students  were  given 
the  tuberculin  test,  all  positive  reactors  were  given  a  physical 
examination  and  stereoscopic  X-rays  were  made  on  a  large  per 
cent  of  the  positive  reactors.  During  the  coming  years  we  hope 
to  extend  this  study  to  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  colleges  in  the  State. 

We  have  a  constantly  increasing  number  coming  to  our  out- 
patient diagnostic  clinic  conducted  here  at  the  Sanatorium  daily 
except  Sunday.  During  the  biennium  we  examined  4,755  in  this 
clinic,  of  which  855  were  diagnosed  as  positive,  2,465  as  nega- 
tive and  1,435  re-examinations.  It  is  distressing  that  compara- 
tively few  cases  of  early  tuberculosis  are  found  either  among 
those  who  come  to  our  out-patient  clinic  for  examination  or 
among  those  admitted  to  our  institution  for  treatment.  The 
onset  of  tuberculosis  is  so  insidious  and  so  often  definite  symp- 
toms and  physical  signs  are  lacking  that  we  feel  that  the  main 
hope  of  discovering  tuberculosis  early  depends  upon  the  more 
general  use  of  the  tuberculin  test  and  the  X-ray  in  addition  to 
a  careful  physical  examination  and  a  careful  history,  and  es- 
pecially for  all  known  contacts. 

It  is  gratifying  that  in  spite  of  the  depression  there  were  123 
fewer  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  North  Carolina  during  1930 
than  during  1929  and  126  less  in  1931  than  in  1930.  This  gives 
us  a  death  rate  for  the  State  of  76.5  per  100,000  population  for 
1930  and  72.5  for  1931.  Considering  the  fact  that  North  Caro- 
lina is  one  of  the  most  noted  tuberculosis  resort  states  in  the 
country  and  also  the  fact  that  one-third  of  the  population  of  the 
State  are  negroes,  these  mortality  rates  are  encouraging.  The 
average  mortality  rate  from  tuberculosis  for  the  thirteen  south- 
ern states  for  1930  was  80.4  per  100,000.  The  1930  rate  for  the 
United  States  was  71.5.  The  exact  rate  for  1931  is  not  yet 
obtainable.  It  is  known,  however,  that  there  was  a  substantial 
reduction  over  1930.  Tuberculosis  now  stands  seventh  instead 
of  first,  as  it  did  twelve  years  ago,  as  a  cause  of  death  in  the 
United  States. 

The  additions  and  improvements  to  our  sewerage  disposal 
plants,  for  both  our  white  and  colored  divisions,  were  completed 
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during  1931.  The  plans  were  drawn  and  the  work  was  super- 
vised by  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

The  Budget  Bureau  permitted  us  to  build  out  of  our  main- 
tenance appropriation  for  additions  and  betterments  a  fireproof 
storage  house  for  our  40,000  nitrate  base  X-ray  films.  This  is 
located  250  feet  from  the  nearest  building  so  that  there  is  no 
danger  to  either  the  patients  or  the  other  buildings  from  a 
possible  fire  or  explosion. 

Out  of  our  appropriation  for  additions  and  betterments  we 
also  built  a  brooder  house  for  6,000  chicks,  which  is  heated  by 
steam  from  a  single  furnace  and  which  will  enable  us  to  effect 
an  enormous  saving  in  our  fuel  bill  for  the  poultry  plant. 

The  unexpended  balances  of  the  previous  appropriations  for 
permanent  improvements,  amounting  to  $16,219.39,  were  re- 
appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the  installation 
of  sprinkler  systems  in  the  portion  of  our  main  building  which 
is  not  fireproof  and  in  our  colored  building.  Bids  have  been 
received  for  these  installations  well  within  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  and  we  are  hoping  that  the  mone^^  will  soon  be 
available  for  the  lettting  of  the  contract. 

The  installation  of  the  splendid  RCA  sound  motion  picture 
equipment  has  added  immensely  to  the  pleasure  of  the  patients, 
and  we  think  it  is  of  definite  therapeutic  value.  We  are  deeply 
grateful  to  the  Charlotte  Film  Board  of  Trade  for  continuing 
to  furnish  us  with  excellent  films  without  charge. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  our  staff  during  the  bien- 
nium.  The  first  of  January,  1930,  Dr.  W.  G.  Byerly,  who  had  been 
with  us  for  several  years  and  who  had  endeared  himself  both  to 
the  patients  and  to  the  staff,  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of 
resident  physician  at  the  South  Carolina  State  Sanatorium.  Dr. 
J.  S.  Hooker  was  promoted  to  take  his  place,  and  Dr.  L.  A.  Cro- 
well,  Jr.,  of  Lincolnton,  was  chosen  to  take  the  place  of  Dr. 
Hooker.  In  September,  1931,  Dr.  Crowell  resigned  to  take  up 
work  with  his  father  in  Lincolnton,  and  Dr.  W.  B.  Hooks  was 
employed. 

The  first  of  September,  1930,  Miss  Olivia  Raney  resigned  as 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  to  accept  the  position  of  night  super- 
visor of  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  New  Orleans.  We  were  for- 
tunate to  secure  Miss  Martha  C.  Newman  as  her  successor.  Miss 
Newman  has  already  made  several  improvements  in  the  train- 
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ing  school  and  we  think  it  is  in  better  condition  than  at  any  time 
since  it  was  organized. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  good  ladies  of  Pinehurst  for 
supplying  each  of  our  patients  and  nurses  with  generously 
filled  stockings  for  Christmas  and  to  many  other  friends  for 
flowers,  books  and  magazines,  records,  clothing  and  various 
other  gifts,  and  for  making  Sunday  School  talks,  conducting 
preaching  service  and  giving  entertainments  and  concerts  for  us. 

I  especially  want  to  thank  Dr.  S.  M.  Bittinger  and  the  other 
members  of  the  medical  staff  for  their  splendid  work  and  all  the 
employees  for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  support. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  to  you  and  to  each  member  of 
the  Board  my  deep  gratitude  for  your  kindly  guidance  and  stimu- 
lation and  for  your  hearty  support  throughout  the  biennium.
